JEFFERSON CITY, May 31— 
The Legislature moved toward 
adjournment today after the 
house defeated a determined 
effort to increase appropriations 
for mental hospitals. Deadline 
for end of this session is mid- 
night tonight. 

After voting first to reject a 
joint committee's conference 
compromise on a bill providing 
$16,151,725 for mental hospitals, 
the House reconsidered just a 
few minutes later and passed it 
116 to 17. 

The compromise was turned 
down initially after three St. 
Joseph members protested that 
fund restorations for the insti- 
tution there were less than for 
the other hospitals. Represen- 
tative Richard H. Ichord (Dem.), 
the speaker pro tem and a mem- 
ber of the conference commit- 
tee, talked with some of those 
in opposition and was soon 
ready for another vote. 

Basis of Protest.

treat patients with a hope of 
releasing them. 

‘The bill passed the House 
briginally in the maunt of $20,- 
086,000, and the Senate cut it 
to $13,838,000. 

The House turned next to the 
civil list bill, including funds 
for the executive department, 
administrative offices and agen- 
eies and highways, and 
it: in short order, 124 to 11, 
after adopting a conference re- 
port a 107-to-31 vote. 

The” bill carries a total of 
$182,020,773, including $150,- 
000,000 for construction and 
maintenance of highways. 

The Assembly. has until mid- 
night to enact other major 
appropriation measures carry- 
ing funds to finance state gov- 
ernmental operations for the 
2957-58 fiscal year, beginning 
July 1, and to complete work 
on several bills still given an 
outside chance of passage be- 
fore final adjournment.

_ “These materials .n time may 
strengthen Communist China to 
the point where she dares risk 
the responsibility of taking over 
the crown colony of Hong 
Kong,” Knowland said. “That is 
the calculated risk being taken 
by the ministers of her majesty’s 
government.” 

As one of the severest of 
congressional critics of Com- 
munist China, Knowland said 
he found it “difficult to under- 
stand” why Britain should de- 
cide on a course which he said 
could only result in strengthen- 
re “our common enemy” in 

Asia. 

Senator Green’s Comment. 

Senator Theodore Francis 
Green (Dem.), Rhode Island, 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, took a 
moderate view of the British 
action. Green said in a radio 
interview in Providence, R.I., 
last night: 

“Our foreign policy is deter- 
mined by ourselves, what's to 
our interest, and we may like 

persuade other countries to 
act with us. They have an equal 
pew to act in their own inter- 
ests.” 

Senator John J. Sparkman 
(Dem.) of Alabama, a member 
of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, commented: “I think we 
have to be realistic. It’s easy 
for us to resent trade with Red 
China, but our economy doesn’t 
depend so much on it. The 
economies of other countries, 
notably Britain and Japan, do. I 
think we can be more realistic 
insofar as their trade needs are 
concerned.” 


Senator J. William Fulbright 
(Dem.), Arkansas, a member of 
the Foreign tions Commit- 
tee, aimed criticism at the 
Eisenhower administration for- 
eign policy, saying the British 
move—<despite American urg- 
ings to the contrary—is “fur- 
ther evidence of our rather 
sterile policy toward China, 
with no prospects of its leading 
anywhere.”

PARIS, May 31—While their 
womenfolk screamed in horror, |

Three hundred and one men | 


and boys were shot and muti- | 
lated by raiders for reasons 
which are not yet clear. 

First reports indicated the 
slaughter was carried out by 
followers of the National Front 
of Liberation because the vil- 
lagers had favored the rival Al- 
gerian rebel ‘movement-——the 
National Algerian Movement. 

Later it was indicated that 
the raid was motivated by the 
fact that the villagers had co- 
operated with the French in 
their attempts to establish a 


local administration based on 
self-rule. 

As such it was a warning to 
all Algerians not to interest 
themselves in a negotiated set- 


tlement with the French au- | 


| thorities.

LOS ANGELES, May 31 (AP) 
—The death of a man whos 
in frort of a radar transmi 
for less than a minute is sales 
ed in the current issue of the 
California Medical Association 
monthly. 


“As tar as I know,” said Dr. 


John T, McLaughlin of Glen-| He 


dale, Calif:, author of the ar- 
ticle, “it is the first case of 
death from ‘radar ever re- 
ported.” 


Dr. McLaughlin said the man 
was a technician in a radar 
manufacturing plant in the Los 
Angeles area. He died in 1954, 
but for plant security reasons 
the case is just now being re- 
ported, the doctor said, 


As told in the magazine, Cali- 
fornia Medicine, the man stood 
directly in the beam of a radar 
transmitter, within 10 feet of 
the antenna, when at work. In 
10 seconds he had a sensation 
of heat in the abdomen. In less 
than a minute the heat became 
so intense he had to move away. 


The man was hospitalized and 
died within two weeks. Al- 
though no marks appeared on 
the surface of his body, his 
“insides were cooked,” Dr. Mc- 
Laughlin said. “There was a 
hole as big as a silver dollar 
burned in the smal] bowel.” 


Dr. McLaughlin urged imme- 
diate research to determine 
safe doses of microwave radia- 
tion, which, he said, “must be 
treated with the same respect 
as nuclear radiation.” 


He said radar microwaves 
cause instant temperature in- 
creases in the tissues and cells 
of the human body. Tissue tem- 
perature even a few degrees 
above the normal body temper- 
ature is dangerous, he said, and 
the higher the temperatures, 
the shorter the time necessary 
to cause cellular death.

The USIA, its budget request 
reduced by $47,800,000, denied 
Johnson’s charge that the prac- 
tice of paying newspaper re- 
porters for special articles was 
an effort to “reach into the na- 
tion’s editorial rooms,” but the 
agency's views won only a lit- 
tle support in Congress. 


Johnsons demand for a 
thorough investigation came 
shortly before the Senate com- 
pleted action Wednesday on a 
compromise appropriation bill 
providing $96,200,000 to oper- 
ate the information agency in 
7 new fiscal year starting July 


$144,000,000 Requested. 

The measure now goes to 
President Eisenhower, who had 
requested $144,000,000. for 
USIA. As ey! approved by 
both houses, the bill carries $6,- 
000,000 more than the Senate 
originally voted for USIA but 
about $10,000,000 less than the 
House approved. 

Johnson, who said he was 
“shocked” by the payments to

ARTHUR MILLER 
FOUND GUILTY 
OF CONTEMPT 


Charge Based on Refus- 
al to Tell Names of 
Reds to House Com- 
mittee. 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP) 
— Arthur Miller, playwright- 
husband of actress Marilyn 
Monroe, was convicted today of 
contempt of Congress. 


' 


Charles McLaughlin announced 
the verdict in a 15-page writ- 
ten opinion. McLaughlin had 
presided without a jury at Mil- 
ler’s six-day trial, which ended 
a week ago yesterday. 

The indictment was based on 
Miller’s refusal to tell the 
House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities the names of 
Communist writers with whom 
he attended five or six meet- 
ings in New York in 1947. 

When he appeared before the 
committee last June, the 42- 
year-old playwright willingly an- 
swered all questions concerning 
himself. He said, however, his 
conscience would not permit 
him to use the names of others 
and bring trouble to them. 

Miller was not in court when 
Judge McLaughlin's decision 
was released to reporters and 
no time was fixed for his sen- 
teneing. 


The maximum. punishment 
for 4°%" ¥ of Congress is one 
year in jail and a $1000 fine. 

McLaughlin, rejecting one of 
the chief defense contentions, 
ruled that two unanswered 
questions cited in the indict- 
ment were pertinent fo an in- 
quiry being conducted by the 
committee. Chairman Francis 
Walter (Dem.), Pennsylvania 
said the hearings during which 
Miller testified concerned 
fraudulent procurement and 
misuse of American passports. 


However commendable Mil- 
ler’s motive may have been in 
refusing to name others, Mc- 
laughlin said, that motive could 
not be taken into account. 

In this connection, he cited 
an opinion by the United States 
Court of Appeals in the case of 
labor leader John T. Watkins. 
That court-said: “The fact that 
such an inquiry or investiga- 
tion may reveal something or 
‘expose” something is incidental 
and without effect upon validity 
of the inquiry.” 

McLaughlin observed that he 
had been urged by Miller's 
counsel to take into account the 
fact Miller had been frank and

The suggestion 6f an interna- 
tional limitation on weapons 
testing was presented at an un- 
usual session of a spécial sub- 
committee of the joint congres- 
sional committee on atomic en- 
ergy, which ts investigating 
the danger of radioactive fall- 
out from atomic tests. 

At the end of a day of often 
confusing, conflicting and high- 
ly scientific testimony on ra- 

oactive fallout, the subeom- 
mittee gathered the scientists 
who had testified together for 
a panel discussion of at just 
what rate atomic testing could 
proceed without creating a dan- 


ger. 

From D. Wright Langham, 
who is associated with the bio- 
medical research section of the 
Los Alamos scientific labora- 
tory run for the AEC by the 
University of California, came 
the suggestion that an inter- 
national agreement must be 
reached on how much atomic 
testing individual nations can 
conduct every year. 

The suggestion was concurred 
in by Dr. Merrill Eisenbud, di- 
rector of the New York oper- 
ations office of the AEC, and 
Dr. William F. Neuman, a bio- 
chemist at the University . of 
Rochester Schoo] of Medicine 
and Dentistry.

Neuman’s testimony on the 
strontium 90 danger differed 
with the more optimistic data 
presented earlier in the day by 
the other .witnesses and, with 
repeated: statements in the past 
by Commissioner Libby. 

Neuman's more. pessimistic 
conclusions were explained in 
part by the fact that he set the 
maximum permissible level of 
strontium 90 at. half the present 
official standard. Neuman also 
differed from other scientists

(AP)—A riot of more than 5000 
University of Illinois students 
last night left a muddled hang- 
over of courtroom difficulties 
today. 

Twenty-seven of 32 brought 
to book pleaded not guilty to 
disorderly conduct charges. 

Five fines of $100 were meted 
out—three to non-student youth; 
who pleaded, guilty to charges 
of incitement to two 
to students. The non-students 
said they just joined the fun. 

All but three of those charged 
had obtained release on bonds 
of $250 to $300 by noon In jus- 
tice of the peace court. 

More than 200 policemen used 
tear gas to quell the riot which 
lasted eight hours. 

At least two women were in- 
jured and 50 students were 
arrested. 

Students used wastebaskets 
as water jugs in a water fight 
that apparently got its start as 
a friendly encounter between 
two neighboring fraternities. As 
the fight progressed and spread, 
some students appeared in 
bathing suits. 

Because of the holiday, yes- 
terday was designated as a 
study day. Final examinations 
began Wednesday and were re- 
sumed today. 

Dr. David Dodds Henry, uni- 
versity president, said “every- 
one involved will be taken be- 
fore the disciplinary commit- 
tee.” 

“It apparently started out in- 
nocently enough, but what we 
are interested in learning is 
how it grew to such enormous 
proportions,” Dr. Henry said. 

Lt. John T. Henry, command- 
ing officer of District 10, Il- 
linois State Police, said the out- 
break grew from a water fight

JEFFERSON CITY, May 31 
-—Bills to permit longer and 
heavier trucks to use Missouri 
highways and increase the li- 


. cense fee for the largest trucks 


$200 a year were cleared by 


the Legislature last night, and 
Gov. James T. Blair is expected 
to sign them. 

The maximum permissible 
length was raised from 45 to 
50 feet, the weight from 60,010 
to 64,650 pounds, and the top 
annual fee from $600 to $800. 

The Senate made a late-hour 
move to hold the fee increase 
to $100, but the House insisted 
on the higher figure and the 
Senate, reversing an earlier 
vote, gave unanimous approval. 

The measures do not have 
emergency clauses, and would 
become effective 90 days after 
this final day of the session. 

The maximum fee applies to 
over - the - road haulers. For 
trucks used locally, the fee was 
raised from $200 to $235. 

Truck Lobby Watching. 

The bills were started into 
their final stages Wednesday 
afternoon, and the process was 
completed by the Senate last 
night, with many members of 
the truck lobby keenly attentive 
all along. 

When debate was still in 
progress Gov. Blair told a re- 
porter the Senate should vote 


‘for the $200 higher fee, and 


that truck operators would be 
ave to pay more. 
The Senate’s earlier vote in 
refusing to accept the House 
figure was 17 to 13. When the 
bill was returned to the House 
with a request that it recede 
from its position on the fee. 
Representative A. Clifford 
Jones of Clayton, Republican 
minority floor leader, said in 
debate that it was “a shame— 
an outrage—that the truck lobby 
is able to run the Senate.” 
Action on the length and 
weight bill was completed first.

It was approved despite pro- 
tests from some of the House 
members that a provision in it 
for payment of pensions to leg- 
islators after eight years of serv- 
ice would react against them. 

Representative Samuel B. 
Murphy (Rep.), Kirkwood, who 
is serving his fourth two-year 
term in the House, asserted: 

“If I ever heard of getting 
something for nothing, this is 
it. If we pass something like 
this, we never will get a pay 

‘raise. We have our snouts in 
the swill.” 

The bill provides for payment 
of pensions to state employes 
equal to five-sixths of one per 
cent of their average income 
during the last five years of 
service, multiplied by the num- 
ber of years served. Thus, a 
state employe receiving $3600 
a year would be entitled to an- 
nual benefits of $600 after 20 
years’ service. Employe contri- 
butions to the retirement fund 
would be four per cent of their 
salaries. 

The provision for legislators’ 
pensions would limit their bene- 
fits to $10 a month for each 
biennium served, so that after 
eight years of service they 
might draw $40 a month. The 
maximum amount they might 
receive would be two-thirds of 
their average annual compensa- 
tion as legislators. 

The annual cost to the state 
of the pension plan, which would 
cover about 12,000 employes, has 
been estimated at $1,324,000.

Vigorous Dissents. 

The report, to which there 
were vigorous dissents, recom- 
mended two bills dealing sep- 
arately with campaign contribu- 
tions and lobbying. Basic to 
both were more detailed re- 
quirements as to reporting and 
the placing of administration of 

, Jaws in the hands of the Comp- 

—troller General. No central en- 
forcement agency now is ‘pre- 
scribed in either case. 

A bill was introduced today 
by Senator John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, to require 
“full disclosure” of expendi- 
tures by lobbyists. The commit- 
tee, which he heads, had unani- 
mously recommended it. 

The committee proposed also 
similar legislation to control 
campaign expenditures, but it 
was approved by a split decision 
and McClellan said he woul 


nat personally introduce it. | Tl 


This measure’s future was un- 
certain. 

‘The principal recommenda- 
tions of the bill relating to elec- 
tion campaigns would wipe out 
the present statutory limit of 
$3,000,000 on expenditures by 
national political committees in 
presidential elections but would 
place a limit of $15,000 on the 
political contributions an indi- 
vidual could legally make to a 
candidate or campaign commit- 
tee in one calendar year. 

The $3,000,000 limit on na- 
tional committee expenditures 
in presidential years has been 
deémonstratably unrealistic. in‘ 
the light of rising campaign 
costs and has been admittedly 
cifcumvented “by both major 
parties through the device of 
several national committees, 
each of which could iegally ex- 
pend $3,000,000 in a campaign. 

The present statutory limit 
en individual campaign contri- 
butions is $5000 in one year, but 
this too has become discredited 
since there is no prohibition 
whatever on how many such 
$5000 contributions an individ- 
ual could make. 

Bills Already Offered. 


The new election law, which 
fis certain to stir up greater 
interest in the Senate than the 
recommendations on lobbying, 
veers in several directions to- 
ward legislation which has been 
before Congress for more than 
a year in bills introduced at 
various times by Senators 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. of Mis- 
souri, and Albert Gore of Ten-

While the bill proposed no 
limitation on spending in presi- 
dential. elections, it suggests a 
limitation on expenditures in 
senatorial campaigns equal to 
the amount obtained by multi- 
plying by 10 cents the total 
population of the state.

Invoking Fifth 
AmendmentNo 
Sign of Guilt 


Supreme Court 
Unanimously 
Against Popular 
Assumption.

N a unanimous ruling that re- 
| ceived little ‘national atten- 

tion, the Supreme Court spoke 
out emphatically this week 
against the popular tendency of 
assuming that a man must be 
guilty: of some wrongdoing if 
|he invokes the Fifth Amend- 
ment. 


| Though this amendment to 
| the Constitution clearly states 
‘that “no person ... shall be 
compelled in any criminal case 
to be a witness against himself,” 
even President Eisenhower has 
recently disclosed that in his 
mind a witness who relies on 
the Fifth Amendment must be 
trying to hide something. 


“IT have no doubt,” the Presi- 
dent said in a news conference 
March 27, “that in some in- 
stances it is absolutely a basic 
safeguard of American liberty 
or it would not have been writ- 
ten as the Fifth Amendment to 
the Constitution, although I 
must ‘say I probably share the 
common reaction: if a man has 


to go to the Fifth Amendment, 
there must be something he 
doesn’t want to tell.” 


In the case of Max Halperin, 
petitioner, vs. the United States 
of America, the Supreme Court, 
in a unanimous opinion written 
by Justice Harlan, took direct 
issue with this “common reac- 
tion” about use of the Fifth 
Amendment. 


“Recent re-examination of the 
history and meaning of the 
Fifth Amendment has empha- 
sized anew that one of the basic 
functions of the privilege is to 
protect innocent men,” the 
court said. 


It recalled a previous opinion 
of the court that “the privilege 
serves to protect the innocent 
who otherwise might be en- 
snared by ambiguous circum- 
stances,” and quoted in support 
of this view the following state- 
ments by Erwin N. Griswold, 
dean of the Harvard Law School: 


“Too many, even those who 
should be better advised, view 


this privilege as a shelter for. 


wrongdoers. They are too ready 
to assume that those who in- 
voke it are either guilty of 
crime or commit perjury in 
claiming the privilege.” 

The facts in the Halperin 
case and the Supreme Court’s 
opinion were as follows: 

In 1952, Max Halperin, a New 
York lawyer, was subpenaed 


before a Brooklyn grand jury 
which was investigating corrup- 
tion in the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue.

ment that his answers might 
tend to incriminate him, 


Later, at his trial, Halperin 
took the stand, and the prose- 
cuting attorney asked him the 
same questions that he had re- 
fused to answer before the 
grand jury. The prosecuting 
attorney was then permitted, 
over objection, to draw from 
him the fact that he had re- 
fused to answer these questions 
before the grand jury for fear 
of self-incrimination. 


At the conclusion of the trial, 
the judge instructed the jury 
that Halperin’s claim of his con- 
stitutional privilege not to be a 
witness against himself could 
be considered in determining 
what weight should be given to 
his testimony—in other words, 
whether his invoking the Fifth 
Amendment ra the question 
of his truthfulness and trust- 
worthiness as a witness. 

The Supreme Court ruled 
that this was a “prejudicial er- 
ror” on the part of the lower 
court judge. Justice Harlan, for 
the court, noted these points: 


1., Halperin repeatedly in- 
sisted before the grand jury 
that he was innocent. 


2. The Fifth Amendment 
was invoked before a grand 


jury where Halperin was a 
‘compelled and not a volun- 
tary witness; where he was 
not represented by counsel; 
where he could not summon 
witnesses on his behalf: and 
where he had no opportunity 
to cross-examine witnesses 
testifying against him. 

3. Finally, in the special 
circumstances of this particu- 
lar grand jury proceeding, 
Halperin knew that he almost 
cettainly faced an early in- 
dictment and was thus being 
asked to provide evidence 
against himself. 

“It was thus quite consistent 
with innocence,” Justice Harlan 
wrote for the court, “for him 
(Halperin) to refuse to provide 
evidence which would be used 
by the Government in building 
its incriminating chain. For 
many innocent men who know 
they are about to be indicted 
will refuse to help create a case 
against themselves under cir- 
cumstances where lack of coun- 
sel’s assistance and lack of op- 
portunity for cross-examination 
will prevent them from bring- 
ing out the exculpatory circum- 
stances in the context of which 
superficially incriminating acts 
oecurred. . 


“We hold that under the cir- 
cumstances of this case it was

What Gasoline Costs 


To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your recently published letter 
from “G.W.C.” of Kirkwood stated 
that he traveled extensively and 
that the price of gasoline in states 
having a higher state gasoline tax 
than Missouri was in many cases no 
higher than the prices in Missouri. 
He assumed that the oil companies 
were taking advantage of low Mis- 
souri taxes and “soaking Missouri 
residents.” 


G.W.C.’s travels must be extreme- 
ly limited. Also he is overlooking 
the fact that many municipalities in 
Missouri have a local tax on gas- 
oline, which must be added to the 
state tax and the federal tax. For 
example, while the Illinois tax is 
5 cents against Missouri's 3 cents, St. 
Louis and most of the cities in the 
metropolitan area have a local l-cent 
tax which makes the total tax dif- 
ference only 1 cent per gallon.

No ‘Clean’ Bomb 


In three days of hearings a Senate subcom- 
mittee has already made one fundamental ‘con- 
tribution to public information about the nature 
of the A-bomb and the H-bomb, and the risks 
involved for humanity: 

There is no such thing as a “clean” bomb. 

This acknowledgment represents a consider- 
able change in the protestations of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. And the information was 
almost wrung from the AEC witness during 
close questioning by the subcommittee of the 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy. 


Nearly a year ago the AEC chairman, Lewis 
L. Strauss, first mentioned the so-called “clean” 
bomb. Ever since last July, the clean-bomb 
idea has been used to advance the argument 
that dangers of radioactive fallout could be con- 
trolled, and hence to advance the case for con- 
tinued testing of nuclear weapons. 


But the clean bomb was demolished in the 
blunt though reluctant testimony before the 
subcommittee by Dr. Alvin C. Graves, director 
of the AEC’s Los Alamos Laboratory. The 
question was whether fusion or hydrogen bombs 
could be kept clean, or whether they had to be 
triggered by atomic bombs which are not clean. 


When Dr. Graves hesitated to make a public 
reply, Chairman Holifield protested that the 
clean-bomb claim ought to be proved or dis- 
proved. Senator Anderson of New Mexico 
quoted from a Defense Department booklet to 
show that the triggering of fusion bombs by 
fission bombs was no military secret. 


_ Thereupon Dr. Graves said, “There are some 
bombs that are dirty, and there are others that 
are dirtier.” He added that “complete cleanli- 
ness is impossible to achieve.” 


Senator Holifield then quoted from a Defense 
Department booklet which plainly stated, as to 
fission bombs, that “they are, in effect, weapons 
of radiological warfare.” 


Thus fallout accompanies nuclear explosions 
whether by fusion or fission. Hence there is 
some element of risk to man from radioactive 
materials in every such bomb blast. 


So far the subcommittee’s hearings have not 
produced expert agreement on a quantitative 
measurement of the risks. Some witnesses have 
minimized the danger from strontium 90, which 
constitutes 5 per cent of the total radioactive 
fallout and which lodges in growing bones. 
Other witnesses have conceded an inevitable 
element of hazard, and future witnesses may 
emphasize it. 


But at least there is no longer any reason 
for the people of America, or of Britain or 
Russia or any other land, to think that nuclear 
weapons can be kept safe from fallout. And 
that is essential information for a profitable de- 
bate on how to control atomic dangers. 
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In a Newcomer’s Eyes 

We extend our congratulations to Wallace R. 
Persons, a relative newcomer to St. Louis 
(1954), who thinks St. Louisans do not appre- 
ciate their home town. He has heard all the 
stories about the city’s shortcomings, but insists 
on balancing them against such achievements 
as the clearance of the Plaza area, construction 
of the Third Street Interregional Highway, 
passage of the $110,000,000 bond issue and other 
signs of municipal revitalization. 

Mr. Persons, who came here from Cleveland, 
even has a good word to say for our weather, 
which St. Louisans traditionally belabor as a 
matter of personal right. This is no time to go 
into that, but we salute Mr. Persons for re- 
minding us that the blemishes always look big- 
ger on one’s own side of the fence, and that in 
determining to build a better city St. Louisans 
do not need to depreciate the one they have. 
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Real Protection for Welfare Funds 

The Administration has amended its legisla- 
tion for the protection of welfare and pension 
funds to include all such reserves, whether ad- 
ministered by a union or by management. Con- 
gress also is being asked to drop a provision 
whith would authorize the Secretary of Labor 
to grant exemptions from the proposed law. Fur- 
ther, the Administration is asking for stiff penal- 
ties—fines, prison terms or both—such as Sena- 
tor Paul Douglas of Illinois proposed when he 
called for a law of this kind two years ago. 

Despite the opposition of the National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers, this is as it should be. 
Welfare and pension funds covering about 90 
per cent of the nation’s 16,000,000 beneficiaries 
are managed by employers. These beneficiaries 
have just as much right to full information as 
they would have if the money were in the cus- 
tody of a union. As in the case of banks and 
insurance companies, a requirement for public 
accounting of labor benefit funds implies no ac- 
cusation. Such # law is precautionary; and it 
would be unrealistic to assume that only union 
officers or their agents are susceptible to 
temptation. 

The AFL-CIO meanwhile has gone even far- 
ther than the proposed legislation, urging on 
its member-unions not only scrupulous account- 
ing for welfare funds but also for dues and all 
other union income. Several unions, notably 
the powerful United Steel Workers, have tight- 
ened up their financial controls. Unions such 
as the International Ladies Garment Workers 
long have made full public reports: The AFL- 
CIO wants all its unions, large or small, to adopt 
adequate safeguards whether or not the pending 
legislation is adopted. Its Ethical Practices 
Committee also has drawn up a lengthy series 
of recommendations to assure the utmost de- 
mocracy in the control of unions. 

Measures taken by the unions themselves, 
however, should be supplemented by legislation 
just as the practices of brokers are under the 
discipline of the SEC. 
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A Foundation That Fell In 


Secretary of the Interior Seaton, testifying 
at the Senate inquiry, said his “grave misgiv- 
ings” about the Idaho.Power Co, tax subsidy 
were based on the company’s testimony to the 
FPC that the dams for which it sought a license 
would be built “without any cost to the United 
States.” His statement recalls some of the 
words used by the Federal Power Commission 
in announcing the decision affecting Oxbow and 
Brownlee dams. 

These projects of Idaho Power were substi- 
tutes for a big, multi-purpose federal dam at 
Hell’s Canyon, the largest remaining natural 
waterpower site in the éontinental United 
States. Discussing the private and public alter- 
native projects, and their possible contributions 
to electric power production, flood control, irri- 
gation, navigation and recreation, the commis- 
sion said: 

These public will be realized 

‘without expense to the United States to the 

extent that the projects are constructed by 

a non-federal agency. 

The presumption that there would be no fed- 
eral subsidy to Idaho Power was therefore an 
essential part of the Federal Power Commis-

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Toward a Good Ending 


By dint of compromise and hard holiday work, 
the Missouri Legislature has put itself in posi- 
tion to complete its five-months” session and to

The opening compromise was the House con- 
cession to the Senate granting a more of less 
open conference committee on disputed 
bills. Im return for its broad power ft trim 
appropriations, however, the committee did not 
overwork its authority. By and large it met 
both House and Senate halfway in connection 
with the Senate cuts in House funding 

Since the Senators among the conferegs did 
not hold out for extreme reductions, the com- 
mittee has left both chambers with bills they 
ean easily agree to—and that means that the 
legislative session ought to end on time. For 
this display of common sense and work the 
legislators deserve credit, along with Gov. Blair, 
who pointed out where duty lay. F 

Two of the last major non-appropriation bills 
Passed by the Legislature were the controversial 
truck measures. One permits longer, heavier 
trucks on Missouri r , but the increases are 
more or less in line with the length-weight limits 
of neighbor states. 

The other bill raises fees for the larger trucks 
by $200, to $800 a year. This is $100 more than 
the increase first approved by the Senate. So 
it appears that the truck lobby got not only 
what it wanted but more than it expected, in 
the companion measures. 

The last-minute rush job by the legislators 
should clear the way for thorough budget study 
by the Governor’s newly-expanded budget office, 
and a special session next year. Then will be 
the time to review state needs and state finances 
and to bring them into balance. 
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Defeatist Approach to a Treaty 

“Small print” can make a treaty meaningless 
just as it can make a mere piece of paper out 
of any other contract. So it is to be hoped that 
the State_Department will not take too seriously 
Senator Knowland’s request for an “atoms for 
peace” treaty with a built-in loop-hole. And it 
is also to be hoped that the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, which now is considering the 
treaty, will not pick up this idea of an American 
escape-hatch, 

The treaty provides that any nation can with- 
draw after five years, but Senator Knowland has 
asked the State Department to frame a reser- 
vation which would permit this country to 
withdraw during those first five years in case 
the charter of the atomic agency is changed by 
two-thirds vote of the members. 

Any American reservation, expressed or im- 
plied, will induce other nations to claim a simi- 
lar exemption, or perhaps not to sign the pact 
at all. The heart of a treaty is the agreement to 
accept stipulated responsibilities and to carry. 
out specific performances. Without such agree- 
ment its signing is an empty ritual. 

Mr. Knowland apparently sees nothing wrong 

at present with the world agency which, follow- 
ing President Eisenhower's suggestion, would 
distribute atomic materials and information for 
peaceful use. But he fears that sometime it 
may be twisted to the disadvantage of the United 
States. The possibility seems remote; but if 
such an attempt ever materialized, the United 
States, as a sovereign nation, could denounce 
the treaty. 
It is defeatist, however, to anticipate such a 
situation. Seeking a special position for our 
country in the signing of the treaty might mean 
the collapse of the “atoms for peace” project 
and the frustration of one of the very first steps 
toward a solution of the world-shadowing prob 
lem of atomic and nuclear energy. 
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Enthusiastic Response vs. Ho-hum 

Lt. Gen. Albert Wedemeyer (retired) urged 
last week on the Manion Forum of the Air that 
the United States break diplomatic relations 
with Soviet Russia and its satellites. This sug- 
gestion is meeting with “enthusiastic response” 
across the nation, he asserted, whereas when he 
made it 10 years ago it met with indifference. 
Gen. Wedemeyer to the ary and, notwith- 
standing, it would seem that as long as we main- 
tain relations with various countries there is 
more chance of reaching an agreement with 
them on almost any subject than there would 
be if we simply shut the door in their faces. And 
as for that “enthusiastic response” which he 
seems to .éar cutting a wide swath across the 
nation, perhaps if he listens a little more care- 
fully he might recognize it as a somewhat louder 
chorus of the ho-hums that he aroused back in 
those indifferent days of 10 years ago. 
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Ki.ght off the bat permit us to enter two judg- 
ments on the proposed flight of the Giants and 
Dodgers to the Pacific Coast:

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TAX RAISING OR TAX SPENDING FIRST?

NEW YORK, May 31 (AP). 


OU DOUBTLESS WISH the boss didn’t withhold so much 
Y irom your pay check for income tax payments. Hopes that 
he may be able to hand over more to you rise and fall these 


days almost as regularly as the 


This spring these hopes are 
tied to the economy move in 
Congress. Latest blow to them 
is the report that whatever the 
final outcome of the budget- 
cutting drive, United States 
Treasury spending in the new 
fiscal year will | . 
be so high that es 
tax revenues 
may barely 
cover it, if at 
all. Hence: No 
tax cuts soon. 

But a new 
idea is gaining 
some ground. 
Advocates as- 
sert today that 
perhaps we are | 
confused as to 
which is the Sam Dawson 
horse and which is the cart— 
that is, which should come first, 
Government spending or Gov- 
ernment tax collecting. 

SOME ARE ASKING, WHY 
not force cuts in Government 
spending by paring tax rates 
now? Without constantly get- 
ting more revenues to spend, 
they argue, the Government 
would be encouraged to curb 
the also steadily rising amount 
of its spending. Skeptics .con- 
cede this is a beautiful thought 
but raise the question: What's 
to keep Congress from just 
voting appropriations anyway. 
Then, the Treasury finding it- 
self short of tax revenues would 
meet the new bills by borrow- 
ing, which in time would have 
to be repaid—doubtless by new 
taxes. They cite as an example 
the Treasury's present plight. 

EVEN IN THIS PERIOD 
of the year when its tax reve- 
nues are the highest, it is pay- 
ing out more than it had count- 
ed on, and has had to borrow 
money ever so often because 
it was running out of cash. 
Example: In March corporations 
paid 40 per cent of their in- 
come taxes. In June they'll pay 
another 40 per cent. The with- 
holding system gives the Treas- 


tide. 


ury access to taxes on indi- 
vidual incomes at regular inter- 
vals. Still the Treasury has had 
to raise close to three billion 
dollars sinee the first of the 
year to meet the increasing 
volume of bills. 

SINCE THE TREASURY 
now gets 83 per cent of its net 
revenue from income and profit 
| taxes, its dependence upon the 
swings of the economic cycle 
worry the experts—and inspires 
some. to take a fresh look at 
the whole income tax structure. 
The two income taxes brought 
in 56% billion dollars last 
year. When they were started in 
1914 they brought in $71,000,- 
000, less than 10 per cent of 
all federal revenue but in those 


days the rate on individuals 


ran from 1 to 6 per cent, and 


the rate on corporations was a 
flat 1 per cent of earnings. 

SOME RAISE THE QUES- 
tion whether the steadily ris- 
ing collections, and steadily ris- 
ing rates—most of it during 
and after World War 1ll—wasn’'t 
a prime factor ih encouraging 
the Government to take on more 
and more programs. on. which 
to spend money. The Guaranty 
Trust Co. points this out today 
in its June survey and asserts: 
“The hope for substantial re- 
lief from the burden'of income 
taxes does not lie in the dis- 
covery of new and better 
sources of revenue but in mak- 
ing the machinery of govern- 
ment more responsive to the 
almost unanimously professed 
desire for economy.” The bank 
economists concede this is prov- 
ing to be a knotty problem. 
Tentatively it puts up for con- 
sideration the “growing tenden- 
cy to believe that the only prac- 
tical ‘solution is to foree econ- 
omy by limiting future rev- 
enue.”

As a slum, this tract had a tax 
valuation of only $585,000.

A number of other redevelop- 
ment projects are in the works 
here.

civic and industrial center to

William Zeckendorf, New

Economist Blames High Construction 
Costs for Current Housing Slowdown 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. — 
Unless progress is made in in- 
creasing productivity and in re- 
ducing construction costs, hous- 
ing will oceupy a declining role 
in the American economy in the 
years ahead, an economist said. 

Dean Arthur M. Weimer of 
the Indiana University School 
of Business, who is Economist 
for the United States Savings 
and Loan League, told a League- 
sponsored Management Confer- 
ence that high construction 
costs are one of the most im- 
portant factors influencing to- 
day's reduced home demand. 

Weimer noted that the 287,600 
private housing units started in 
the first four months of 1957 
represented a drop of 18.9 per 
cent from the same period of 
last year, While house building

Few persons, too, are aware 
that beer predates wine by a 
good many years. It isn’t 
known whether the Germans or 
the English, both beer~irinking 
countries, first used it, but its 
qualities were recognized 
before the French chefs estab- 
lished a sort of dictatorsh 
over the cuisine of the conti- 
nent, and introduced wine in 
cooking, to take the place af 
water or stock. 


It is true that up against 
wine, beer has a plebian sound, 
but there are many dishes in 
which beer can do what 
can’t. For the benefit of 
who don’t like the taste of 
beer—and I can’t imagine what 
sort of persons they must be— 
it should be pointed out that 
the use of beer in a dish doesn't 
make the dish taste like beer, 
any more than the use of wine 
makes a piece of meat taste 
like Madeira. Just as the 
presence of wine in a dish con- 
tributes to the general depth 
of flavor, beer and ale impart 
a flavor all their own, but only 
a gourmet of the first water 
could recognize its presence 
for what it is.

Steinbeck Compassion 

SUPPOSE that the plot of “THE WAYWARD BUS,” at 

the ST. LOUIS THEATER, is just as rigged as many an- 

other showing contrasting characters and their problems 
thrown together by adverse circumstances. But this adapta- 
tion of the John Steinbeck novel of 11 
years ago is remarkable in that it retains 
all of Steinbeck’s genuine affection for 
common, wayward people, al] his human 
warmth and his perceptive realism. 

This is just a minor story about some 
miscellaneous people involved in a detour 
of a rickety old bus on the back roads of 
California. But just ag the fine black and white Cinema- 
Scope photography sets a low and somber but sharp key 
for the story,’so does Victor Vicas’s direction bring out 

every facet of the little worries and the little sins of the 
people involved. 

Bus Driver Johnny Chiceoy (Rick Jason) breaks away 
from his possessive, alchoholic, shrewish wife (Joan Collins) 
at Rebel Corners to deliver his passengers on a 60-mile run 
to San Juan. Among them are a prurient Chicago business 
man (Larry Keating), his frigid wife (Kathryn Givney) and 
their repressed daughter (Dolores Michael). A traveling 
man who sells cheap novelties with cheap jokes (Dan Dailey) 
gets sentimental about a peroxide blonde (Jayne Mansfield) 
whom a copy of a current scandal magazine exposes in 
@ bubble dance mixup. There are also a youth named 
Pimples, a counter girl aspiring to the movies (Betty Lou 
Keim) and a cranky old man. 

Before the bus finishes its journey past landslides, 
floods and ditches, the repressed girl has surrendered her- 
self in a barn to the bus driver, who in turn finds he loves 
his shrewish wife after all. The smart-aleck salesman has 
learned the worst about the bubble dancer, and still decides 
to string along. The Chicago couple has absorbed a little 
bit about tolerance, and the counter girl gives promise of 

| giving up her Hollywood dreams. All of this may sound a 
| little too sweet for a Steinbeck ending, but it has had its 
moments of acrid, bitter truth. This is an absorbing picture. 


Again, Wyatt Earp 
One of the sagas of American frontier history, the 
gunfight between the Earps and the Clanton gang in 
Tombstone, Ariz., in 1881, is the climax of a tough, lively 
Western, “THE GUNFIGHT AT THE OK CORRAL,” at 
the FOX. Burt Lancaster plays Wyatt Earp 
and Kirk Douglas is Doc Holliday, the 
infamous gambler-killer who aligned him- 
self with Wyatt, and two tougher hombres 
never drew smoking irons in a Western 
saloon, I can tell you. 
Lancaster makes an impressive gun- 
slinget type—big, bold of eye, quick as a 
eat, hard of countenance. Not that he resembles the original 
Wyatt Earp, a gaunt, powerful man who was pale and 
impassive, with deep-set blue-gray eyes, a yellow mane 
for hair, and a mournful drooping yellow mustache. Doug- 
las plays Doc Holliday as a bitter, seething, hard-drinking 
man knowing he was dying of tuberculosis. A convincing 
characterization, except I doubt that Holliday or any other 
man could down three shots of straight whiskey steadily 
every two minutes (that’s 90 an hour, cousin) and still be 
a deadly shot. 

There is plenty of action during -Earp’s tenure as 
marshal of Dodge City, Kan., mixed with’ some hogwash 
about how Earp didn't welcome Holliday’s support, how 
Wyatt fell in love with a lovely lady gambler (Rhonda 
Fleming) and how he gave her tip to go to Toffibstone, 
because his brother Virgil was in trouble there. The 
gunfight between Wyatt, now appointed a deputy United 
States marshal, his brothers, Virgil and Morgan, and 
Holliday on one side, and Ike and Billy Clanton’ and the 
McLowerys on the other at the OK corral is exciting’ and 
full of vivid detain. ‘You'll have to forget the ariginal 
fight took only a few seconds, and this, to be photogenic, 
lasts 10 minutes. The picture, just to give the bad guys 
an edge, adds a couple to their side—one of them the 
gunman named Ringo (Ringold) played by John Ireland.

He died with his boots on at the 
age of 80 years in 1929, passing on advice the movies

Louis Fricke Built Computer From $400 Worth of Parts in His Work for Master's Degree

A: St. Louis University the 


From about $400 worth of 
store-bought parts, plus ‘a great 
deal of ability and enormous 
amount of labor, Fricke, a 
young engineer of St. Louis 
University Institute of Tech- 
nology, has completed a port- 
ablé computer which would 
cost maybe $4000 on the com- 
mercial market. 

Its name is PAEC—portable 
analogue electric computer — 
and future engineering students 
will get to study its state of 
mind and outlook. 

As creator and biographer of 
PAEC, Fricke has seen his the- 
sis accepted, hag passed his 
orals and awaits only the com- 
mencement exercises June 4 to 
officially get his master’s de- 
gree in electrical engineering. 
His reaction to the long labor 
is whew, plus a satisfied grin. 

“Certainly the most ambi- 
tious project of its kind ever 
undertaken here,” said Julius 
Brown, assistant professor in 
the electrical engineering de- 
partment and adviser to Fricke. 
“Low has done a masterful job.” 

Lou, a project engineer in 
the ordnance department of .At- 
los Powder Co., received his 
bachelor’s degree from the uni- 
versity in 1951—went back for 
graduate work at night, con- 
ceived the idea of creating a 
brain in 1953, worked hundreds 
of hours toward its completion.

An Old Ledger on Early American Living

HIS column will do battle 
T at any time, choice of weap- 

ons with the critic who says 
today’s homemaker has a foam 
rubber cushioned job. With all 
the mechanical marvels, all the 
aids to quick cookery, our com- 
plicated mode of living plus 
the high standards set by gour- 
met recipes and floor polish 
ads keep the little woman step- 
ping. 

Whenever I take this stand 
at a meeting or panel discus- 
sion, someone invariably asks, 
“Don't you think the pioneer 
women had it more difficult?” 

Well, yes, I do. Just as 
men today dodge oncoming cars 
instead of Indian arrows, wo- 
men today cope with crowded 
schedules instead of monotony 
and deprivation. It may not be 
easier on the nerves but physi- 
cally it’s more comfortable.

THIS IS borne out in an 
old ledger sent us by K. G. 
Sylvester of Affton, the general 
store records kept by Capt. 
Thomas Sampson, of Plympton, 
Mass, Dating back to 1772,
